75c,  with  the  express  added.  One-year  stock 
is  best  to  buy,  and  should  be  planted  in  beds 
twelve  inches  apart,  and  after  the  second 
year  remove  every  other  one.  Beds  should 
be  well-drained  and  composed  of  good  garden 
soil,  deeply  dug  and  heavily  mulched  with 
well-rotted  cow  manure,  and  for  best  results 


exposed  to  full  sun.  These  Roses  are  safest 
for  the  amateur  to  plant,  as  there  is  no  root 
disturbance,  the  ball  of  earth  merely  being 
tamped  in  its  bed  two  inches  below  ground 
level. 

Roses  like  a well-drained  soil  with  a little 
clay.

A heavy 
pressure  of  water  should  never  be  used  on 
Roses.

Bear  in  mind  that  Rose  beds  should  be  kept 
free  of  weeds,  and  especially  grass  and 
there  should  be  at  least  ten  inches  space  be- 
tween bush  and  grass  border.
